MAXILA. Feb. St.—The insurgents 


outside of Manila, emboldened by the 
action of their sympathisers in the city 
Wednesday night, began desultory at- 
tacks on th« American lines Thursday, 
but were speedily repelled. Other en- 
gagements, short and sharp, but gen- 
erally disastrous to the Filipinos, oc- 
curred at several other points. The 
American loss, so far, is one killed and 
* dozen wounded. 


The monitor .Mbnadnock threw a 


number-of big shells among the rebels, 
with probably disastrous . results. 
Fires can.be seen at anmnber of points 
in the rebel positions, nS doubt dae to 
the monitor's exploded sheils. 


There was some trouble in the conn- 


try between thecity and the Ameri- 
can lines, caused by native sympathiz- 
ers, but these -were either killed or 
driven away by troops sent awayfrbm 
the city. Scores of arrests have been 
made. Business in the city is at a 
standstill It is reported the Ameri- 
cans Thursday discovered a plot to 
bnrc old Manila Thursday night. 


One of the fiercest fights, for a small 


one. since the war began took place at 
and around Xondo bridge Thursday 
afternoon. 


A body of daring insurgents, about 


850 in munber, passed Gen. McArthnr's 
!eit -wiag, along the s\vampy shore 
riea* Caloocan dnrmg the night and 
entered the Tondo aistrict, where there 
are three miles of nipa huts. 


Building five trenches across the 


road they took possession of Toftdo 
bridge, which they held imtil S o'clock. 
Thus they were in the outskirts of the 
city, and our line of communication 
with the front was cut 


Two Minnesota companies sustained 


the first attack, but hsid on until re- 
enforced. Capt- K. C. Robinson was 
wounded in the month.

Shepherd, Private George Wooding and 
Thomas tialvin and four others were 
»lso slightly-wounded. 


At noon Thursday one. battalion of 


the 3Sd infantry, under Maj. Goodale, 
three companies of Miuuesota militia, 
three Oregon companies and a bat- 
talion of the 4th cavalry were ordered 
from their position. 


The troops advanced along and on 


each side of the road. The insurgents 
fought from house to house and in this 
manner eight were killed in one yard. 
The American advance was somewhat 
slow.

At Tondo bridge the insurgents made 


a stubborn fiffht They were on our 
rightand in trenched:instrogg;positions 
In ditches. 


Company C. of the " 23d infantry, 


gjovt-d.aut to dislodge them and a hot 
Bgbt followed. The insurgents only 
fhowed their heads from time to time 
md poured volleys into our line. We 
here lost one mail killed and one 
wounded. The firing of the 23d men 
»t this point was magnificent. 


The nipa huts csod^ss a refuge by 


the insurgents had to be burned. 
Hundred* of refugees came into our 
lines, insurgent soldiers among them, 
^nixed up with weepiiiK women, carry- 
ing children. 


It was difficult to distinguish the in- 


iniifentswho threw away their uni- 
forms before being captured. 


The American medical department 


intended to the insurgent wounded as 
well as to our own. 


Finally the insurgent forces were 


gradually driven toward the shore, 
where the Monadnock, under the direc- 
tion of the signal corps on land, direct- 
ed an effective fire upon them. 


During ft maneuver the Nebraskans 


beat up a very rough country for two 
wil'es, when they were suddenly taken 
In the rear by a body of insurgents ad-

The discovery of the important part 


played by various bacteria in produc- 
ing the flavor and aroma of butter has 
led to the introduction ot what are 
known as commercial hatter cultures, 
and dairymen have been led to hope 
that by- the nse of such-.caltarea and 
of the process "of pasteurizing, ihe 
quality of their butter .might be ma- 
terially improved. 
Recent trials at 


the Pennsylvania Experiment Station, 
however, reported ia Bulletins No. 45 
and Xo. 46, BOW in press, seem to indi- 
cate that cleanliness, the carefal se- 
lection of milk, and close attention to 
details promise to- effect more in im- 
proving the flavor of our butter than 
pasteurizing and the use of commer- 
aai cultures. With pasteurized cream, 
the acid-forming cultures were found 
to give slightly but distinctly better 
results than were obtained fr*m un- 
pasteurlzed eream ripened spontane- 
ously.while uon-acid-forming cultures 
ga-re results, if anything, slightly in- 
ferior to those obtained by spontane- 
ous ripening. 
With unpasteurized 


cream, as might have been expected, 
tie results were less marked. A home- 
made "starter," however, carefully 
,prepared from skim milk, was found 
to give as good, if. not better, results 
than the more expensive commercial 
cultures, and this was true both with 
pasteurized and with 
raw 
cream. 


No distinctly beneficial results were 
observed from pasteurizing, although 
the experiments 
were not specially 


??a»!MM! to test this point 


These results are simUar to those 


reeently published by the "Wisconsin 
Experiment Station, and the two 
taken together do. not seem to indi- 
cate that, nnder present conditions, 
marked advantages are to be antici- 
pated from the use of the commercial 
cultures. 


Trials were also made of heating 


milk to a temperature of. about 165 
degrees F. before separating.but.with- 
out any marked effect on the flavoring 
at the resulting butter.

£m»Il Percentage 
of Good Butter. 


At the Illinois Dairymen's conven- 


tfoB» J; H- Mom-ad referred to the fact 
that the Department of Agriculture 
bad been making experiments In send- 
ing first-class butter from Iowa to 
.England, and that it had sold there fur 
a good price. He said, however, that 
this butter must be the very beat, 
and, that kind of butt" sells well at 
home. The percentage of first-class 
butter is so small that the amount 
that could be exported from year to 
year is insignificant. Mr. Monrad is 
right. 
America cannot hope to be- 


come a factor in the European butter 
markets till we can make a larger 
percentage of good butter. So long as 
I«ss than 25 per cent of th^oreamery 
butter arriving at the great commis- 
sion houses ia what may be called 
first-class, so long will our struggle 
for the foreign market b« futile.

A sure cure for broken chilblains is 
the following: Take a- quarter of a 
pint of oit of sweet almonds, one ounce, 
of Venice turpentine, three' olinees of 
lanoline and one ounce of beerswax cut 
into shreds, melt all together in a 
white ware pot and then put.aside to 
cool, stirring occasionally to prevent

Brown, and indorsed by Brown (Con-

Conover was the alleged leader ol s 


gang of forgers, of which he, King, 
Thomas Chambers and William Badg- 
ley were members. Chambers and 
Badgley passed a similar draft on the 
First Kational Tjankot Lanark, 111., on 
the same day Conover and 
King 


passed the one at Hock Rapids. The 
Lanark bank, after cashing the draft, 
became suspicious, and telegraphed 
the bank purporting to issue the draft 
and receiving a, reply to the effect that 
it was' a forgery, telephoned the au- 
thorities of the neighboring towns, and 
both men-were arrested in Freeport 
111., the same day. 
They were con- 


victed and are now serving an indeter- 
minate sentence in Joliet 


In their many forgeries these men 


traveled in fiairs and posed as horse 
buyers. They would MSit small towns 
and first become acquainted with the 
local liverymen. 
Occasionally 
they 


bought a horse, mating a small pay- 
ment to bind the bargain. After, he- 
ing in towiTa duy or two they would 
induce the hotel-keeper or liveryman 
to. introduce one of the two at the

The loving cup is a historical em- 


blem 
In the middle ages, at the close 


of an entertainment, the parting guest 
was presented with spiced drink in a 
large bowl, just as he was mounting 
his horse. It was called the "surniP 
cur, " Sometimes when toe tneadship 
between host and guest was a pretense 
and not a reality the drink was pois- 
oned or perhaps while drinking the 
guest was murdered. These were fre- 
nuent. occurrences among Italian no- 
bles and to put a stop to them, the 
clergv 
introduced the 
loving cup, 


which had three handles. 
Two ot 


these were grasped by the host, who 
drank first to show that the liquor was 
not poisoned. The guest then took the 
eup by the third. 
The host released 


one handle, the right hand still hold- 
ing one so that he might raise the cnp, 
and incidental so that his right hand 
might be too busy to draw a sword or 
dagger. 
When the guest had drunK, 


the host released the ciip, which was 
passed to the next one. The monks in 
early times named this the "pocula 
caritatis," or cup ot love. 
It was 


filled with wine with a piece ot toast 
floated therein 
and 
circulated from 


right to left around the table. 
Hence 


the phrase, "drinking a toast."—Shoe 
and Leather Reporter.

in a newly j-t-tUed part of Kri* county, 
New York, hays Forest aud 3tr#ym. It 
was here that a man, while cutting oul 
a new roail. had occasion to roil ou( an 
o3*J r«tu-n log, which lay inslvjdUlptl in 
ihe dccaytij leaves and inJil/ish, un- 
der which Jay a riflert gun. tlie J>arr«! 
and lock covered with rust and the 
stock mostly rouej off Near by was 
ji blacksmith shop built of Jog*, owned 
aad occupied by an old unde of mine, 
act so very old. however, at Jhat time, 
as it was about seventy-five years ago. 
The shop was <iulte a resort on rainy 
days and several men had gathered 
here when along came the man with 
the- old gttnbarrel and stuck tbe breech 
ent! Into the red hot forge, thinking 
perhaps by heating he might get tbe 
breechpin out. As it became sufficient- 
ly heated the barrel did not go off, but 
the charge did. and sent a bullet into 
one of the hardwood side logs of the 
building",' barely missing two or three 
men hi its course. The surprise could 
better be imagined than described. Of 
coarse, there was no clew as to how or 
when the gun had been left there. It 
had evidently been secreted for some 
purpose., and nothing more was ever 
learned about it. 


In my boyhood days, when I began 


my shooting, it was only flintlocks that 
were known or used, and every store 
kept gun. flints in plenty, and ihey sold 
cheap, at 1, 2 or 3 cents each, as near 
is I can remember^ 


I never could learn how or where 


they were manufactured 
from the 


rough material. There were two sizes, 
the larger for muskets and the smaller 
for rifles, and they were nearly uniform 
in shape and had the appearance of 
being cut out. 


It was on some rare occasions that I 


•was compelled to break out my own 
SlcU, but they were ill-shaped, and 
sometimes I had to break up a peck 
of flint stones before I could get one in 
shape to answer the purpose.

FORTIFIED MONASTERY.

British Attacks 


For a country the ruler of which 


holds such emphatic views on the sub- 
ject of universal peace, Russia holds 
the strongest fortified institution in the 
TForld; It is the monastery of Solo- 
vetsk, and if any military experts de- 
sire points as to the hest method of 
protecting vital" spots, they can do no 
better than pay a visit to this abode of" 
monks and take a few lessons in prac- 
tical, defense from the practical breth- 
ren wlio live there. Granite bowlders 
fonn the chief protection. 
They are 


arranged iu a formidable circle com- 
pletely enclosing the monastery. At 
no point in the solid wall could the at- 
tacks of an enemy make an impres- 
sion. The huge rocks make a line near- 
ly a mile in circumference. It was 
during the period of the Crimean war 
that the strength of the fortifications 
•was tested and proved. The walls and 
the towers held huge guns, and the 
men behind the guns knew their busi- 
ness, which was to pour a fire into the 
British White Sea squadron. 
The 


monastery, 
which 
consists 
of 
six 


churches, held a valuable store of pre- 
cious stones and statuary. The monks 
did not remain inside during the shell- 
ing of their home, but coolly walked 
around the let^es of the granite walls 
to show their iadifference to the -work 
of the attacking forces. The monas- 
tery is a noted place, and it is estimat- 
ed that the yearly number of pilgrims 
visiting it amounts to 10,000. Monks 
man -th« steamers which carry these 
crowds of men and women anxious to 
see the fortifications and the relics in 
the churches. 


Odd lainmno In Rnulm. 


A aew .kind o£ mutual fund was 


started in St. Petersburg last spring—- 
marriage insurance. 
It is now. in suc- 


cessful operation. 
Single •women are 


the only members, who are recruited 
from year to year in separate classes. 
At their entry they pay 
one . ruble 


(about fifty cents), and wheneyer one 
of their number marries every mem- 
ber of that class pays an additional 
ruble.. The assessment thus collected 
is offered to the bride to buy a trous- 
seau. 
One restriction prevents new 


members from taking advantage of the 
older ones. 
No dowry assessment is 


called unless the girl has been a mem- 
ber in good standing for one years 
Bach class is permitted to have not 
more than 100 members, after that 
admissions are refused until vacan- 
cies occur by marriage, when new 
members are taken in at the option of 
the members.
